Another early traveler who had set- 
tled in Adams county in 1829 once 
related that he had made thc round 
trip from Quincy to a point in Ken- 
tucky on 75 cents, "and didn't sponge 
or beg." 
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Mourning Dove Habits 

The best way to measure the 
growth of a nestling mourning dove 
is by recording the length of the 
wing, according to scientists of the 
American Wildlife institute. This 
fact was developed at an Alabama 
co-operative wildlife research, dem- 
onstration and management unit. 
Nesting habits of the mourning dove 
are being closely, studied at this and 
other co-operative units of the insti- 
tute in an effort to determine with 
scientific exactness just when the 
birds rear their young. In many 
localities it has been found that the 
open season on the doves is being 
set during a period when the birds 
were still nesting. Thus, each dove 
taken leaves a family of nestlings 
to die of starvation.

Law on the Farm 

By H. W. Hannah 
Warranty Deeds — Next to having 
their personal liberties defined and pro- 
tected, people are perhaps more inter- 
ested in secure property titles than in 
anything else. The security of title to 
real estate depends not only upon ex- 
isting facts which affect it, but also 
upon the covenants or promises made 
to the purchaser by the seller Facts 
may subsequently disclose that the 
title taken by a purchaser was faulty, 
.but if the man who sold it warranted 
a good title, the buyer has recourse 
against him, cither to make him clear 
the title or for damages in case the 
property is lost. , 

P Two kinds of warranties may be 
made by a seller-express and implied. 
Express warantics arc those contained 
in writing in the deed. Implied war- 
antics are those that w,l be implied 
in law from the nature of the instru- 
ct, even though they are not men- 
to, el i« ^. For example, when a 
farmer contracts to sell seed corn, 
there is an implied warranty that it

Worth, Lecturer 



Lawyers, Statesmen Among 
Ancestors, Speaker Com- 
ing April 23 Asserts 

"Abraham Lincoln, the Aristocrat," 
is the topic upon which Jack Worth, 
lecturer and explorer, will speak on the 
assembly program at Antioch Town- 
ship High school Tuesday afternoon 
April 23, at 2:30 o'clock. 

The program, to be held in the audi- 
torium, will be open to the public, 
without admission charge, the school 
announces. 

Worth places the blame for the 
wide-spread idea that Lincoln came 



from poor, itinerant parents on the 
6400 volumes of reference material 
written about our famous •president. 
In order to make a biographical men- 
tion picture of Lincoln's life, Worth 
was appointed to make a five-year re- 
search of all that is known about Lin- 
coln. 

■From this work, Worth found that 
Lincoln was descended from a respect- 
ed country family that lived in Eng- 
land in 1639. Of this family, Samuel 
Lincoln came to Salem, Massachus- 
etts, and from this man on, the Lin- 
coln family was famous for the law- 
yers, statesmen, and governors that 
figured in Massachusetts history. 

Injustice to Mary Todd? 
Most of the biographers, Worth 
says, start in on Lincoln's ancestry 
with his father, who was a hardy pion- 



the luxury and comfort of the Eastern 
cities. "In fact," says Worth, "it is 
a wonder that the authors permitted 
Lincoln to live after the environment 
they placed him in." Bill Hcrndon, 
according to Mr. Worth, was the arch- 
criminal in that he blackened the 
character of Mary Todd, Lincoln's 
wife, and exalted the romance of Abra- 
ham and Anne Rutlcdge.

Lincoln would never have achieved 
success."

Released was a pen lie 
agriculture department forecast on 
winter wheat production, heavy with 
bad news. Statisticians figured al it

seeded last fall had been aband • 1 
for lack of moisture and other un- 
favorable conditions. Total winter 
wheat production, therefore, will be 
420.215,000, lowest since 1033. But 
this, added to a normal spring crop 
of 200,000,000 and a carryover of 
about 300.000,000. will leave Uncle 
Sam's granary in good shape.

Republic protested, but the third cir- 
cuit court of appeals upheld NLRH's 
decision. This month Republic's 
case reached the U. S. Supreme 
court. Verdict: NLRB again upheld.

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Prevention of 

Tuberculosis Is 

Campaign Slogan 



During April, the Lake County Tu- 
berculosis association will join the 
tuberculosis associations of the state 
and nation in conducting the thir- 
teenth annual Early Diagnosis cam- 
paign for the purpose of centering at- 
tention of the public on the fact that 
tuberculosis is a disease which often 
exists without symptoms in the early 
stages and which is most easily cured 
if discovered before symptoms appear. 

The basic idea for the 1940 cam- 
paign to procure the earlier diagnosis 
of tuberculosis is "The X-ray Reveals 
Tuberculosis Before Symptoms Ap- 
pear.' 

The Lake County association states: 

"The known enemy can be prepared 
for, even avoided • The unknown en- 
emy is the real hazard. The very 
nature of tuberculosis makes the dis- 
ease an enemy that seldom declares it- 
self until it is winning in its secret 
fight within the body. 

"Tuberculosis germs can be under- 
mining the health of a person and 
spreading rapidly from him to many 
others long before a single symptom 
of tuberculosis appears. 

"Tuberculosis can easily hide behind 
'healthy looks.' When symptoms do 
appear, frequently the time left to the 
victim can be spent only in hopeless 
and expensive years of complete in- 
activity. 

"We cannot afford to wait for symp- 
toms to appear. Tuberculosis can be 
cured in a relatively short time if dis- 
covered early and early discovery is 
made possible through X-raying the 
lungs. 

"Hence, the formula for the tuber- 
culosis problem is clear. We must 
make a deliberate search for tuber- 
culosis with the X-ray among appar- 
ently healthy persons as well as among 
those who suspect tuberculosis infec- 
tion in their lungs." 

The slogan of the 1940 campaign 
will be emphasized as follows: 

Colorful posters will appear, wher- 
ever permissible, in the windows of 
merchants in the towns of Lake 
county. 

Literature will be made available 
to the public through "self-service 
boxes" placed in accessible places, such 
as stores, hotels, depots, libraries, in- 
dustries, etc
